GOLF BALL TESTS. 

VER at the Golf show we met 
Ralph Hoagland, onetime foot- 
ball player and later official who 
retired from officiating because, 

as he says, “I was slowing up the 
game through inability to move around 
fast enough.” Ralph isn’t that old, 
despite his assertion, and throws a 
mean set of golf clubs. He is now 
connected with a rubber company 
which sees a profitable field in pro 
duction of golf balls. 


Because of his skill as a golfer, Hoag- 
land frequently is asked by the experi- 
mental department to test certain balls 
before they are produced in quantity. 
“The company sends me a number of 
balls, both our own and other makes,” 
says Ralph. “ From these balls names 
are removed and numbers substituted 
so that I do not know what I am play- 
ing. I try them for distance, accuracy, 
and durability and then report back by 
their numbers. The department says 
these tests are of great value to it be- 
cause I can have no predilections or 
prejudices under those conditions.”’ 

This brought another speaker into 
the conversation whose name we will 
omit. He said, “ Testing golf balls is 
a real job. I had a bright idea once— 
[ admit it was bright. We wanted to 
merchandise some golf club equipment 
and wished the pros on our side as 
boosters. We figured on getting the 
longest carrying ball made, then con- 
tract with the manufacturer for its 
production in quantities and put on 
it the name of the pro at each club, 
so he could sell a most satisfactory 
ball to his members and be grateful 
to us for the advertising, therefore 
friendly to our line of goods, which 
was not balls: We intended to sell 
him the balls at cost or below. 

“Well, we got half a dozen pros to 
try different makes of balls. Finally we 
found a ball which Eddie Loos said 
carried 45 yards farther on the drive 
than any other. We gave this bali to 
Jock Hutchison. He said it was punk. 
And thus it went. We finally gave up 
the plan. But I still think it was a 
good idea if it had worked.”
